In th e S e n a te . 
W a sh in g t o n , December tiih .— Senator 
Blair introduced a bill to-day to establish 
public bureaus of inform ation in diilerent 
parts of the country relating to em ploy­ 
m ent, occupation, wants, means of liveli­ 
hood and homes. 
The bill is very long, 
and the purpose of its author is evidently 
to supersede the “ w an t” colum ns in the 
newspapers and to give Governm ent aid to 
those who will not work. 
Senator Stewart to-day introduced in the 
Senate a bill to throw open the unoccupied 
m ilitary reservations in Nevada to hom e­ 
stead entry. 0 Í these abandoned reserva­ 
tions there are: Camp McGarry, 25.000 
acres; Fort H alleck, 10,900acres; Fort Mc- 
D erm itt, 2,500 acres, and Camp Carlin, 920 
acres. 
A letter was received from the Secretary 
of the Treasury containing a report from 
the Director of the M int on the am ount of 
purchased silver bullion and the prices paid 
therefor since the coinage of the standard 
silver dollar was resumed. 
The Secretary of State transm itted to the 
Senate copies of the certificates of the elec­ 
tion of Presidential Electors in the States 
of Kansas, M aryland, North Carolina and 
Georgia. 
Senator Sherm an expressed the opinion 
that the new law which requires these cer­ 
tificates to be sent to the Senate m ight be 
extra constitutional, iuasm uch as the Con­ 
stitution provided that the electoral vote 
m ust be opened by the V ice-President in 
the presence of the two Houses of Congress 
Senators H oar and Edm unds explained 
th at the new law was sim ply intended to 
throw additional safeguards around the 
electoral vote, and th at the original certifi 
cates would be brought by a messenger to 
the Vice-President. Copies were referred 
to the Committee on Privileges and Elec­ 
tions. 
Senator M itchell introduced a resolution 
which was agreed to, directing the Secre 
tarv of the Treasury to transm it to the 
Seriate copies of the settlem ent between 
the United States and Orpgon or. account 
of the bum of $70,298 appropriated by Con­ 
gress to pay the Modoc war claims ; also, 
a statem ent of fifteen per cent, of Oregon’s 
quota of the direct tax, and the settlem ent 
of five per cent, claim s on account of cash 
sales of public lands in Oregon. 
After the m orning business was finished, 
consideration of the tariff bill was re­ 
sumed. 
The tim e this afternoon was occupied in 
the discussion of the iron schedule. 
Senator Plum b offered an am endm ent to 
reduce iron and steel beams, girders, etc., 
to 8-10 of a cent per pound. 
H e said the 
object of his am endm ent was to stim ulate 
greater competition among hom e m anu­ 
facturers. 
Pending a vote on the am endm ent the 
Senate agreed to adjourn over until M on­ 
day. 
I u th e H o u se . 
W ashington, December Oth. — In the 
H ouse to-day Oates of A labam a secured 
unanim ous consent that the order setting 
apart Thursday, Saturday aud Tuesday for 
the consideration of the direct tax bill, be 
changed to Thursday, Tuesday and W ed­ 
nesday. 
Oates is the. chief opponent of the 
bill and led the filibustering last session. 
H e stated to-day he would not offer dilatory 
m otions and not inteifere w ith the bill 
coming to vote at 4 o’clock W ednesday, 
The House then took up the direct tax 
bill. Creswell of Iowa m ade a few prelim i­ 
nary rem arks explaining the bill aud then 
yielded the floor to Oates, who m ade a 
speech in opposition. 
Oates said there was 
¡ no authority in the Constitution for Con­ 
! gress to refund the direct tax. and if it was 
j done it would be a case of clean usurpa- 
lion by Congress. 
Oates offered an am end­ 
: m ent to the bill, providing for refunding 
i the tux levied on cotton during the war, 
and afterward increased, and m ade a speech 
in favor of the am endm ent. 
He was fol­ 
lowed by Barnes of Georgia in a lengthy 
legal argum ent in favor of llie cotton tax 
am endm ent. 
The House spent the afternoon discuss­ 
ing Oates' am endm ent to the direct tax bill. 
Stewart of Georgia and H ooker of Missis­ 
sippi m ade long speeches favoring the 
am endm ent. 
W hen H ooker of Mississippi concluded 
his rem arks, the further consideiation of 
the direct tax bill was postponed until 
Tuesday next, and the House at 3:30 o’clock 
adjourned until to-morrow.

“ How about the division of V irginia into 
' the States of Virginia and W est V irginia?”

“T hat was a w ar measure, and I doubt if 
; you could find a lawyer of any prom i­

" It is contended that Texas has a right to

A bout a year ago, says a w riter in Vick’s 
Magazine, you asked w hether the m aking 
of the above was among the “ lost arts,” 
and to judge by the recipe for m aking it, 
which a w riter gave yon, I don’t wontler. 
I will give you the old Pennsylvania plan, 
th a t we used to m ake by, and which we 
still follow here fifty years later. If jieople 
will follow this, and they then say the art 
is lost, I will quit given instructions: 
To 
forty gallons of good sweet cider made 
from sound, ripe apples, use three bushels 
of select apples. 
The eider should be 
boiled down to one-third, or a little less, 
before putting in the apples, which should 
be pared clean, all specks, bruises, seeds 
and seed cavities removed. 
They m ay be 
¡uartered, or cut into eighths, if very 
large. 
If, in a hurry, the apples cau be 
boiled in a little w ater before ¡Hitting into 
the cider. 
Stirring should commence as 
soon as the fruit gets soft, and kept up 
arefully until done. 
A t all tim es prevent 
the flames of fire striking the kettle above 
the line of contents. 
W hen boiled down 
to ten gallons it will be done, and it will 
lie an article fit for a king. I’ut in earthen 
esse Is, and when cold dip clean, white 
paper into good whisky or brandy, and lay 
it over the tops. In four m onths from m ak­ 
ing, if kept in a garret (the best ¡dace), the 
jars can be inverted on a floor or shelf 
w ithout running out. 
W ill keen for years, 
and if made with the right kind of apples, 
such as Randio and Smokehouse, or Bell­ 
flower, will become as smooth as cheese. 


A W o rd fo r C h ic k e n M e a t. 
W hat flesh is better in the hum an diet 
than th a t of poultry of all sorts? 
We 
allude especially to common fowls, as they 
are more easily raised in great numbers 
than ducks, geese or turkeys, barring cases 
of special adaptability. W e wish some old 
ideas about such things as this could lie 
dissipated. 
The common poor farm er of 
this country, as a rule, does not consider 
good, fat fowl as the appropriate thing 
for the m eat part of his dinner after a hard 
m orning’s work in the field. 
H e eats few 
chickens except on Sunday, or w hen he 
has company. 
Yet, as a m atter of fact, a 
fowl or chicken contains more th at is nu­ 
tritious, digestible, as well as relishahle, 
than the same weight of bacon. 
W e do 
not speak by the book alone, but again 
our personal experience supports our ¡>osi- 
tion. 
W e have for generations been load­ 
ing our stomachs, as a rule, with hog flesh. 
It is one of the habits th a t have bee i in­ 
herited, like others th at ought to be abol­ 
ished or more frequently varied. Of course, 
the lean portion of a hog, or other anim al 
flesh, contains muscle-making nitrates, hut 
this constitutes only a small portion of the 
bulk of sidemeat, besides it has hardened 
by salt. 
On the other hand the fat part 
is purely carbonatemos food, containing, it 
is true, some healthful juices, but nothing 
th a t supports the muscles, the brains or 
the nerves of th e body, ju st the elem ents 
the working man needs in the toilsome 
labor of the farm.— Cotton Plant.

A DANGEROUS SUGGESTION. 


Declaring that the electoral system is 
outgrown, theSan Francisco Bromines says: 
This easy acquiescence of a checkmated 
majority in a tcclmicaMefeat is something for 
Americans to be proud of, but it does not make 
the injustice any the less real. 
This is a demo­ 
cratic republic, and governed by the minority 
is not democratic. Some day, when the country 
is more populous than now, when some issue 
is at stake more infiamiug than the tariff to 
men s passions, and when some leader is In the 
field more ambitious aud less scrupulous than 
Grover Cleveland, the party that wins the votes 
of the people may demand the fruits of victory. 
Which is absurd. 
No one who studies 
the history of the people believes for one 
moment that any such a thing will come 
to pass. 
And the reason for it is that the 
means of peaceful revolution are easier, 
and a people will not take by force that 
they can have by asking. 
If a popular 
majority should desire to seize ujion the 
seat of authority, it will at be once con 
fronted with the truth that it has the power 
also to peacefully take by amendment of 
the system. 
Hut asour contemporary advises that some 
other method should take the place of the 
electoral system, it means that it should be 
supplanted by the ¡xjpular majority. That 
in turn means that the great centers of 
population shall rule the whole country, 
and to that the American people will 
never submit. 
The theory of our system, 
and forllie perpetual maintenance of which 
we are pledged, is that the choosing of 
the Chief Executive shall he determined 
as between States 
as sovereign 
units 
of the Federal Union. 
When the rule 
of the popular majority is substituted, 
State lines might as well he abolished ar.d 
the national supplant the State Legisla­ 
ture. 
1 nder the direct majority system 
the tendency to corruption in cities would 
be conserved 
and 
strengthened; there 
would come upon parties in such commun­ 
ities a terrible strain to carry every vote, 
since a single one might determine the re­ 
sult, whereas in voting for electors the 
people know that a great or a small major­ 
ity for these representatives cannot affect 
the general result, aud thus was a reason 
advanced on the adoption of the electoral 
system in its favor. 
it is amazing that a Democratic organ 
should projiose, as does the Eraniner, a 
plan destructive of the chief cardinal prin­ 
ciple of its party. 
The ends that the 
fathers desired to attain in establishing 
the electoral system were to preserve 
State integrity of action, that there might 
not lie State jealousy in selecting the exec­ 
utive, and second to [prevent populous 
communities, which always contain the 
larger percentage of the undesirable classes, 
from determining who should preside over 
the destinies of the nation. The adoption 
of any system that will defeat these ends 
must plunge the country into turmoil and 
doubt, and set up a rule at once unrep­ 
resentative and dangerous because it would 
place responsibility not on the people of 
all the States and the districts thereof, hut 
< n the largest groups of population.

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without involving the lives of scores of 
people against whom lie had no cause of 
complaint. 
It the attempt was simply the 
act of a dastard who desired to wit­ 
ness human suffering, or to rob the passen­ 
gers, then some spot would have been 
chosen where tire displacement of the 
track would have been less likely to be 
discovered in time to prevent the derail­ 
ment of the train, and where the liability 
of interruption or detectiou would have 
been less. 
Yet the most tenable theory is 
that the attempt was the work of mis­ 
creants with a scheme to rob the passengers 
and the express car. 
In the interests of 
humanity it is essential that every effort 
should he made to apprehend the crimi­ 
nals and secure their adequate punish­ 
ment. 
It Ls likely that there were two or 
more rascals concerned in the aflair, and 
voluntarily or unwittingly one of these 
may disclose the truth. 
Rewards always 
prove strong temptations, and often in­ 
duce confederates to break with each other 
and an accomplice to reveal the principals. 
The people, even, more than the railroad 
company, which lias already offered a 
reward, are interested in the detection 
of such criminals, and hence it is proper 
for the State to recognize by offered re­ 
wards the necessity of unearthing, if possi­ 
ble, the perpetrator of the attempt to kill 
or wound a train-load of travelers. 


THIRD PARTF POLLY. 


The “ Five Per Cent. Bill,” which has 
passed the Senate, is upon the House cal­ 
endar and may he reached liefore the ex­ 
piration of the Congressional life. 
But, 
say the dispatches, it will be antagonized 
by Representatives of States that have 
never received five per cent, of the sales of 
public lands. California is deeply inter­ 
ested in the passage of the hill. 
It pro­ 
poses that the Federal Government shall 
pay to this State, with others, five percent, 
of the net proceeds of the sales of public 
lands of the United States within the 
hounds of California subsequent to the ad­ 
mission of the State to the Union. 
It is 
argued that as California came into the 
Union without expression of her claim for 
live per cent., she waived and abandoned 
it, and slept ujion her right to prefer it. 
A hill to grant the per cent, to the other 
eighteen public land States was introduced 
many years ago, 
and 
California was 
omitted from the list for the reason stated. 
Senator Farlev thereupon introduced a 
hill to include this State and to hate the 
grant date hack to the admission of Cali­ 
fornia into the Union. The Legislature of 
California repeatedly sustained the appeal 
by memorials upon the subject addressed 
to Congress. 
Representatives Berry, Hen­ 
ley, Senator Stanford and the present 
Representatives, and probably others ¡ire- 
ceding them pushed the claim and kept 
the hill alive preferring it, until finally its 
passage in the Senate was accomplished. 
The total cash sales of all public lands 
in California up to June 30, 1885, to which 
the last report to the State upon this sub­ 
ject brings up the statistics, amounted to a 
sum f> per cent, of which would he $458,­ 
434 SO. 
Alabama, Mississippi and Mis­ 
souri have been paid 2 and 3 per cent.. 
Illinois, Indiana and Ohio 3 per cent., ami 
all the others 5 per cent., California alone 
receiving nothing. 
Common justice de­ 
mands that our claim should now Ire al­ 
lowed, and nearly $800,000—to say noth­ 
ing of interest accumulated upon it—now 
due us be transferred to the State from 
the Federal treasury'. To the other public 
land States upwards of $8,000,000 have 
been paid over upon like grounds. 
It is a 
mere technicality that obstructs Califor­ 
nia’s claim. The argument that this State 
waived her-claim by not preferring it when 
admitted ta the Union is not sound, be­ 
cause other States that have received the 
percentage did not exact the condition on 
admission. 
Moreover, California was ad­ 
mitted in September, 1S50, whereas the 
public-laud laws were not extended to her 
territory until March, 1853, ami no sales 
of public lands were made or. reported 
prior to Jnlv 1, 1857; thereupon the State 
at once preferred her claim. 
Under these 
circumstances it is unfair to claim her de­ 
fault.

JUVENILE REFORMATORIES. 


A subject that will certainly come before 
the Legislature next month will he the 
establishment of a reformatory for juvenile 
offenders. 
Now let legislators take in the 
intervening month steps to inform them 
selves upon the subject, in the light of 
most recent experience. They will find 
that the true reformatory is not a prison ; 
that it does not confirm the tyro in crime 
by uniforming hint and exhibiting him to 
all the world as a criminal. 
They will 
find that we want no large expensive in­ 
stitution. 
A central station for reception of those 
committed, a few groups of cottages with 
independent grounds, and a few strong 
walls for apparent incorrigibles—these are 
all that will be needed. 
Here the com­ 
mitted youths should be gathered and 
placed in small groups under as nearly 
paternal and maternal care as may he, 
until their dispositions, tendencies and 
characters can Ire studied. They should 
then, by a State agent, he removed to some 
distant section, apprenticed to trades or 
business, and secured homes, where labor, 
education, kindly control and home influ­ 
ences will train them to useful lives. Until 
they are of age the State should keep as­ 
siduous watch and ward over them, re­ 
quire weekly reports from them, visit and 
correspond with them through its agents, 
encourage and aid them, guarantee them 
kindly treatment, remove all excuses for 
departure into criminal paths, and thus 
make them useful men and women. . 
Where similar systems have been tried 
not over three per cent, of failure is 
recorded. 
Where the reformatory prison 
system ¡irevails and the badge of disgrace 
is affixed, the child held before the world 
as an outcast and paraded as one given io 
criminal ways, the whole tendency is to 
confirm it in vice and crime. 
No other 
proof is needed of this truth than the ex­ 
ample of that miserable failure and crim­ 
inal manufactory, the Industrial School at 
San Francisco, which, by the way, since it 
is a cradle of vice and a graduating school 
for criminals, the Legislature should forth­ 
with abolish. 


W as the genius who the other day sent 
to President-elect Harrison a fine gold- 
mounted double-barrelled shot-gun, la­ 
beled “Protection,” a wag? Certainlv it 
was a witty turn. 
But this idea of giv­ 
ing Presidents-eleet or incumbent, gifts 
of value is bad. 
A President of the 
United States represents the people; in 
his representative character his individu­ 
ality is absorbed; to give a present to the 
representative implies an appeal to the in­ 
dividual. 
There are exceptions, as where 
the gift is without moneyed value, or 
where it is a contribution to a collection 
that will remain to the Government after 
the incumbent departs, or where it is 
merely expression of gratification over the 
success of a policy adopted. 
But as a rule 
no presents ought to go to Executives ex­ 
cept ¡us agents and representatives of the 
state. General Harrison is not the man 
to be placed under obligation to gift- 
makers, yet the reception of costly pres­ 
ents by one about to become President 
is open to doubt as to its propriety. 
To 
a State 
any contribution for its 
museums, its treasury, its libraries or 
galleries of art may he properly offered, 
but the custom that sanctions an Executive 
receiving gifts in his official and retaining 
them in his individual capacity is not 
commendable, and opens a door to danger 
and possible vicious results that are ob­ 
vious. 


On the question of the division of the 
State and the sacrifice of an empire for the 
sake of a new deal in offices, the San Fran­ 
cisco Call expresses the opinion that the 
hill will not be pressed ; that with the in­ 
creased representation in the Legislature 
and Congress the south end is sure to 
have by reason of its rapid growth, that 
section will have nothing to complain of 
and its people will not he disposed to favor 
division with no possible greater benefit 
than the political advancement of a few 
ambitious men. This view is sensible, 
simple and forcible. 
Let the people of 
the south put the question to themselves, 
“ What have we to gain hv taking on the 
burdens of Statehood ?” 
The answer must 
be, “ Simply the privilege and obligation 
of building new State institutions and 
alone maintaining all the machinery of 
State Government. 
Our fields will pro­ 
duce no more, our orchards hear no more 
heavily, our climate be in no wise bettered. 
■O ir earnings made no larger or our general 
prosperity be conserved.” 


E x-E h fr e ss E u gen ie has formally rec­ 
ognized Victor Jerome, the son of Charles 
Bonaparte and Princess Cfothilde, as the 
Bonapartist successor and the rightful 
claimant to the throne of France, if ever 
the Imperialists succeed in overthrowing 
the third republic. 
It is valueless. The 
ex-Emprees has no power, under the strict­ 
est construction of the ethics of lmjreral- 
ism, to name the line of succession. 
We 
have no idea that the son of Plon-Plon will 
ever eonie to the throne ; hut if he does, it 
will be by recognition independent of 
Eugenie’s. The French have never ad­ 
mitted tlie wives of their sovereigns to full 
participation in Government, and no in­ 
stance is recalled in which they have con­ 
sulted them as to the heirship of the 
crown. 
If Victor ever ascends a French 
throne it will he because of the recogni­ 
tion of 1852 of his father as heir to the 
throne in case of failure of issue of Napo­ 
leon III.

This mine is situated about two 
miles from the town of Sutter Creek, on 
the road to Amador City, and the stock is 
owned mostly by the citizens of that vicinity, 
a few shares being held here and in San 
Francisco. 8ome two weeks ago a rich 
strike was made on the 000-foot 'level. The 
ledge is well defined, and so far as uncov­ 
ered shows up a “ big bonanza,” much of 
tfie rock assaying as high as $2,000 per 
ton.

The M arshall M onum ent N earing Com­ 
pletion—The Statne Finished. 
The Marshall monument, which is being 
erected at Colonia, will be finished by the 
1st of January and will be one of the most 
imposing and historic ever erected in thia 
State. The granite monument is of im­ 
mense size, has a twenty-foot base and 
is six feet square on its summit, which is 
thirty feet high. On top of this is a white 
metal statue of the gold-finder, eleven feet 
high,’which makes the entire structure 
forty-one feet in hight. The statue was 
cast in San Francisco and will be shipped 
to Coloma next week. In speaking of the 
9tatue, the San Francisco Chronicle of yes­ 
terday says: 
"The Marshall statue is finished and it 
will be shipped to Coloma to-morrow. 
When seen yesterday in front of the foun­ 
dry of Kiemer Brothers & Co., it presented 
a very striking appearance. It is ten feet 
high, weighs 650 pounds, being of zinc, 
and is one of the best pieces of work ever 
done here. The figure is in an easy atti­ 
tude, the left foot advanced, with the toes 
just projecting over the base, and the 
right foot firmly planted a few inches be­ 
hind; In the right hand, which is close 
to the body, is a large nugget of gold, and 
the left hand is extended, with the lore- 
finger pointing downward to tha historic 
mili race, where _the gold was discovered. 
Marshall is attired in the typical miner’s 
costume of heavy boots reaching to the 
knees, into which are thrust his trousers ; 
woolen shirt, with flowing collar buttoned 
across the chest, and slouch hat. The butt 
oí a heavy revolver projects from a holster 
at his right side, and is balanced by a 
bowie-knife at the left. The weapons are 
suspended from a leather belt, which is 
drawn tightly around the waist. The face 
is one of life, and is a true copy of that of 
the gold finder. It is a strong face, with 
clearly marked lines, attd looks like that of 
a man of determination.”

C. E. G ronsky's D escription of the W ork 
Ja st Com pleted. 
From C. E. Grunsky, civil engineer, we 
learn that the dam and masonry head-gate 
recently alluded to in these columns as 
being constructed under his direction for 
Messrs. Moulton and Crocker, in Colusa 
county, have been completed. The struct­ 
ures are located on the east side of the 
Sacramento river, about one mile above 
Princeton, in a high water channel, Davis’ 
slough, which there breaks out from the 
river. The purpose of the head-gate. Mr. 
Grunsky says, is to regulate thefiowof water 
in the slough and to keep it under control 
during the flood stages of the river. It pre­ 
vents disastrous inundations such as have 
frequently occurred in the past by reason of 
the great flow ot water through the cre­ 
vasses in the levee at that point, and it 
makes the flow of the slough available for 
irrigation. Whenever the river rises above 
the hight of its natural banks, a condition 
which frequently occurs for protracted 
periods in the months front November to 
June, its water is hemmed in by levees 
which have been constructed by reclama­ 
tion districts or by individual land-own- 
ers to prevent inundation. At such times 
there is always more or less danger that 
the levee will break. Consequently every 
outlet through the levees which reduces the 
volume of flow at points below, to the same 
extent reduces the danger of breaks in the 
levees. But while the water stands above 
banks near the river at any time during the 
months above named, it might be made to 
serve a useful purDOae if it were properly 
controlled. Orchards and vineyards could 
be thoroughly irrigated with 'it. Alfalfa 
could be submerged from one to three 
times. This is not all. If water were di­ 
verted from the river through the depres­ 
sions in its banks—through the high water 
slough?—it could be made to cover vast 
areas of land lying back from the river at a 
lower level than the bank lands. 
This condition of the river suggests a 
simple method of utilizing its flood-waters, 
particularly those occurring late in the sea­ 
son, say alter February, for the irrigation 
of lands close by the river—a system which 
is already meeting with favor, as evidenced 
by the irrigation works of Major G. F. 
Packer and Hon. John Boggs, near Prince­ 
ton, and a number of other irrigators near 
Colusa, it has also suggested the construc­ 
tion of gates placed sufficiently deep in the 
ground to drew some water front the river, 
even after it falls below its medium stage- 
such a gate as that just constructed for 
Messrs. Moulton and Crocker. 
As already stated, it has been placed in a 
natural channel which has a southeast­ 
erly course, gradually separating from the 
river, and ultimately uniting with Butte 
creek. It is proposed to utilize this slough 
as a canal. It will be deepened as occasion 
requires. From it water will be diverted 
for the irrigation of adjacent lands. Irriga­ 
tion will be possible according to the stage 
of the water in the river at all points along 
and near its course, commencing at its 
head. 
The structure for the control of the 
water entering the slough consists in the 
main of a masonry culvert 108 feet long, 6 
feet wide and Si feet high in the clear, be­ 
sides a wrought iton pipe 3 feet in diameter 
inclosed in masonry. Culvert and pipe lie 
side by side along the bottom of the siough 
which was deepened to receive them. The 
culvert rests on a concrete foundation; its 
bottom is as an inverted arch and its top is 
arched. It is built of brick laid in cement. 
At the upper end of the culvert 
a massive masonry wall with broad 
footings is set deep into a trench 
cut 
into 
very 
firm 
yellow 
clay 
and rising to a hight of 25 feet above 
the bottom of the invert, closes effectually 
tne spaces between the culvert and the 
slough banks upon either side. This upper 
wall ends in wings 30 and 35 feet long 
respectively, extending to high ground. 
Above the wall, resting against it and se­ 
curely bolted to it, are the timbers between 
which the gates move that will regulate 
the flow of water through the culvert. At 
57 feet below the upper wall is a second 
wall, constructed with great care, and also 
carried to high ground to the right and left 
of the slough. In the same plane with this 
wall the culver: and pipe are encircled 
with a board ring ot concrete, carried well 
into the clay bed and sides of the slough. 
At the lower end of the culvert a third 
wall rises to the hight of the slough banks. 
It is connected with the side walls of the 
culvert, which extend down stream six feet 
further, and are then turned to the right 
and left for a secure connection with the 
natural banks of the slough. 
The entire space between the upper and 
middle walls above-described has betn 
tilled with earth, raised to a greater hight 
than that of the adjacent levee, of which 
the earthwork now forms a part. The space 
between the middle and lower walls is 
tilled with earth to the hight of the natural 
ground. 
In anticipation of soon being able to 
irrigate a large portion of his lands, Mr. 
Moulton has during the past season been 
making experiments irt rice and sugar caDe 
cultivation, to the success of which liis ex­ 
hibit at our recent State Fair bore testi­ 
mony.

THE DYNAMITERS. 
Strong Testim ony in tfce Illinois Rafleoad 
Outrage Case. 
G enoa (Hi ), December 6;h.—In the trial 
nf John H. Bauereisen, chief of the alleged 
Burlington dynamite conspirators, the jury 
panel was completed to-day. John Alex­ 
ander Bowles, who, it is said, wa3 a con­ 
spirator and one of the squealers, was put 
on the stand as the first and most im­ 
portant witness. Bowles testified that he 
work as an engineer for the Burlington 
road on March 22, 1888, and was persuaded 
to quit work by his brother 011 April 4th. 
He joined the Brotherhood, and was em­ 
ployed by Bauereisen to buy dynamite and 
place it on the tracks, anil also to bny 
vitrioi and ammonia to put in the water 
tanks and dose the engines. 
Witness went on and repented substanti­ 
ally the story told by him when the 
Brotherhood men were arrested last spring. 
He detailed his connection with the 
Brotherhood, and how, under the guidance 
of Bauereisen, he had purchased dynamite 
and delivered it at various points. He also 
told of experiments made on the Burling­ 
ton tracks near Aurora. He had not con­ 
cluded when the Court adjourned.

Three-Year-Old. 
C hicago, December 6th. — About fifty 
physicians ami a number of ladies listened 
yesterday in woudermeut to the blind child 
prodigy, Oscar Moore, a three-year-oid 
child who has a most remarkable memory. 
The boy is about the color of copper, and 
his features are regular, but his" lips ore 
quite thick, lhehead is not of a remark­ 
able shape, with the possible exception, 
perhaps, of a rather abnormal develop­ 
ment at the back of the head. On the 
whole the child has no outward remark­ 
able leature about him. His sightless eyes 
are slightly crossed. Dr. Cleveger, who has 
taken great interest in this remarkable cast, 
gave a brief history of the boy, who was 
born in Waco, Tex., August lit, 1885. At 
the age of two years he began to show 
signs of his remarkable mental powers, 
and in less than three months he was able 
to answer almost as many questions as he 
is now master of. 
“What was the population of Chicago in 
1880 ?” asked a physician. 
“The population of Chicago in 1889,” 
said the child, then he hesitated for a mo­ 
ment, but suddenly straightened up and 
clasping his hands together said in his 
shrill, juvenile voice, "the population of
